vfter taking e)fhau<lve, se- 
crsc testimony fror. he en- 
tirc intclligence co.r.munity 
of tlie Government, including 
State, Defensc, and the J[oint 
Cuieia of Staff, plus iithre 
than 70 nonofficial wltnecscs, 
the Senate committee unanl- 
mously concludcd: “Stratepic 
•> wcapons may or may n*t be 
now iu Cuba. We can rcach 
no conelusion on this because 
of lack of evidencc.” 

ALL OF THE WITNESS2S 
and all of the tcstimony from 
thc Administration said Just 
tJir oppositc — that sUategic 
missilcs and offensfve wcap- 
ons have been removed. But 
the Stennis commlttcc was 
impcrsuadcd. Il bas gr.iv* 
doubts that it is true. 

The cOmmlttce has grave 
doubts not only because the 
evidence of withdrawal is in- 
conclusive, but also because 
our own past surveillance 
had these scrlous shortcom- 
ings: 

Thcre were several "sub* 
stantial errors” in evaluating 
tbc inteUigcnco because top 
officials wcrc “si)bjcctively” 
convinced that tlic Soviet* 
wouldn’t try to put misslles 
in Cuba.

With these doubts in mind ti 
the Scnate committee reports 
as foilows: 

"To a man the intelllgence 
chicfs stated that it is thelr^ 
opinion tliat all strategic mi»-' 
siies and bombers h*ve beeen 
reniovrd from Cuba. How- 
ever, they readily admdt that, 

,in terms of absolutes, lt is 
quite possible that offensive 
weapons remain on the island 
concealed in caves and othet* 
wise. They also admltted that 
absclute assurance on tbis 
question can come from pen- 
etrating and conUnuing on- 
site inspection by reliable ob- 
qervers and that, bascd on 
skepticlsm, if nothing more,' 
there is l eason for grave con- . 
cern about the matter.
